:main entrance shows a triple arcade 
•with flanking pavilions in the center. 
The north front of 1,00 feet uas an 
arcade of se»eo arches as a center 
feature. The two axes of these cen- 
tral features are 16* feec apart, and 
in our" ground plan we have formed 


,on each of these axes a cross-aisle 
and nave of eighty feet 
in 
width.

j "The east facade sows a compara- 
(live low building centered 
by two 


(gables nd smaller entarnce feature. 
The re-entering angle on the south- 
west corner is very interesting in its 
development. The otber corner feat- 
ures are each made with a triumphal 
arch entrance taken from the prin- 
cipal motif, with two of the principal 
pavilions in the line of the facades. 
As a land mark we have used two 
large towers, raised in the center of

simplest and least expensive kind, and

This building houses

The Offers to Bookwalter and Zimmer- 


man of the Senatorial Nomination 
Should Warn Him of the Dangers to 
Him in the Flirtation With Toledo

How much cold comfort does Candi- 


date Clarke get out of the news in the 
Johnson organs about the Jones and 
Johnson 
dickering over in Lucas 


county? 


The plan proposed of pulling off the 


regular Demociatic nominess for the 
legislature and substituting in their 
stead Jones non-partisans, may mean 
the loss of those votes for Clarke for 
United States senator, should any ac- 
cident happen to elect them. In order 
to make the change on the Democratic 
ticket, Johnson has to throw down the 
regular Democrats of Toledo and Lu- 
cas county.
